E, discovered the Old Spanish 
Read by accident—an unayoid- 
able accident, of course—such 
an "gochient as would be the discovery of 
the sea bw aman marooned upuna desert 
iskind. Yet ft was a discovery for all 
that. for we had pever beard of tt before. 
lt is the oldest road upon the North 
Amenan Continent, 

The morning we found it we had 
climbed the hill to visit the decaying ruins 
of-(Nd San Blas—Old San Glas as distin- 
puished from that newer San [las that is 
slowly dissolving in stm aind rain wpon 
the beach below. Chance had dechnted us 
irom the seq at this iny port on the 
Paciic coast-of Mexico m > the state of 
Nayarit. Chat tre reason fur being there 
wis that we had oo choice; but we hid 
this unpleasant truth fron corselves, 

Toward the black end of his career in 
Mexico, Hernan Cortez fought his way 
throngh the jungle to the mouth of the 
Santiago Kaver, and there bait four little 
slips ant! sutled away im the hope of tak- 
ing further discoveries: with which to 
propitiate the Spanish king. It wos at 
San Blas that his star begin definitely to 
decline.

| DAN DITS 


Men of Guadalajara were open in their 
declaration that the enforcement of the 
agrarian laws against the Mexican land- 
holders was responsible for same part of 
the banditry which intermittently plagued 
the vicinity. 

Under these lnws many of the greater 
haciendas were divided wp among the In- 
dians:; In almost no case did an Indian 
do anything with the property, either be- 
cause of indolence or because he soled to 
a speculator fora few pesns which were 
wsually spent on tequle. He found hin- 
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celf without the ernployment the former 
proprietor hal offered and tormented by 
a hunger that was just as regular as if he 
had not been newly made free, His only 
recourse stemmed tio be m thett and 
robbery. 

Those who know him are not inclined 
to blame the Indian for the ils of Mexico. 
He has been played with by demagoguus. 
‘That the central government has realized 
the ampracticabihty of enforeme the 
agrarian laws is the conviction of miny 
mer in Guadalajara ; yet they may not 
be repealed.

The interior of each polder is cnt with 
ditches and canal, which conduct the 
drainage to the pomt where pumps are 
established to lift-the water over the hank 
into the encircling canal.

THE WATERS TLAVE GREATLY MOPMEIED 
THE MA OF HOLLAND 


In the Rhineland district there are 
go.000 actes of land which would be 
under water shll were it -not for the skill, 
capital, and energy of the doughty Dutch 
warriors.

The land that is lower than the sea be- 
comes sx saturated with moisture that it 
nitist be drained m order to be productive. 
This drainage is primarily inte ditches; 
but, the water of the sea bempg higher, 
there can be no direct outlet; hence the 
water from the ditches must be raised by 
sttincial. means high enough to run 
through well-guarded sluice-gutes imto the 
seu. 

In the three-sevenths of the entire ter- 
ritory that is below sea-level, ditches form 
the dividing line between farms. Wher 
these become full, the water is pumped by 
windmill power into larger ditches, hay- 
ing higher banks, amd from these inte an- 
other still higher, until a canal is reached 
which has an outlet to the sea. 

The first lifting is dine ly private par- 
ties, but when larger areas are interested 
in the prompt handling of the water, it is 
m the bands of the government, anid 
steam pimps are emploved, 

As you travel through Holland your will 
frequeritly see windniulls so small that you 
will be in¢lined to think they are tovs. 
Not so, ‘They are-sentinels. With vanes 
outstretched, they are always im the wind 
aid ready to tespond just as soon as they 
are thrown into gear. This is done by a 
wooden finat resting on the water in the 
diteh beneath, 

The tising. water lifts the float, and 
when it reaches a height which threatens 
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to subinerge the surrounding fields the 
machine is thrown into gear, anc its re- 
volving wings warn the farmer to start 
his pumps and keep them going until his 
truthful ally, by coming to rest, tells him 
that the danger is past, 

This entire question of drainage, the 
condiuet of rivers to the sea, and the pro- 
tection qf exposed shores ts under the 
direction of the Ministry of ‘Water Ar 
fairs, So important ia this department 


that it might with justice be called the 


Ministry of Outward Defense and In- 
ward Expansion. 

The visitor to Holland is apt to think 
that all of the windmills which one sees
